shaped Dish, six Plates, a Beaker, an Inkstand, and a pair of 
Toast Racks, Paris hall marks—wt. (all in) 339 ozs. 


A portion of this service, comprising: the Urn, the Teapot, 
the two Ewers, the Sugar Basin, the font-shaped Dish and the 
two Toast Racks, were given by Napoleon I to his adopted 
daughter, Stéphanie Beauharnais, on the occasion of her marriage 
with Carl Ludwig Friedrich, Grand Duke of Baden, on April 
Tee 1306, 


The remaining pieces, comprising : the six Plates, the Goblet, 
the Washing Bowl, the Inkstand and the small Milk Jug, formed 
part of a travelling service of Napoleon I, and were personally 
used by him. The remaining portion of this travelling service 
is at present in the possession of His Highness the Prince of 
Monaco. 


All the pieces were especially made to Napoleon’s order under 
the direction of the famous Paris silversmith, Biennais.
